Beal,  Tucson,  Ariz.,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Conservative  Baptist  Fel¬ 
lowship,  one  of  the  three  organiza¬ 
tions  holding  the  Joint  meeting,  chal¬ 
lenged  them  to  be  ‘‘positive,  about  dl- 
i^e  things.”  He  warned  them  against 
oelng  “modem  neutrals,  who  sit  on 
the  fence.” 

The  Joint  meeting  included  repres¬ 
entatives  of  the  Conservative  Bap- 
tlat  Fellowship,  the  Conservative  Bap-

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Italian  Baptist  Leader  Asks 
Freedom  for  Penteoostals 

ROME  —(RNS)—  Manfredl  Ronchl 
general  secretary  of  the  Baptist  Union 
of  Italy,  has  called  upon  the  Under¬ 
secretary  of  the  Interior  to  issue  or¬ 
ders  to  local  police  officials  In  Italy 
permitting  members  of  the  Pentecostal 
sect  to  worship  freely  and  to  evange¬ 
lize  both  publicly  and  privately. 

He  requested  further  that  a  law  be 
enacted  which  would  have  the  effect 
of  clarifying  Article  8  of  Italy’s  new 
Constitution.  This  article  reads;  “Pub¬ 
lic  offenses  and  injuries  committed 
within  Italian  territory  against  the 
person  of  His  Holiness  the  Pope,  by 
speech,  act  or  writing,  are  punished 
as  are  offenses  and  Injuries  committed 
against  the  Head  of  the  State.” 

Some  Protestant  leaders  In  this 
country  have  expressed  the  view  that 
the  article  could  be  Interpreted  so 
that  one  could  be  penalized  for  speak¬ 
ing  against  the  institution  of  the 
Papacy.

What  are  Baptists? 

There  are  more  than  10,000  visiting 
Baptists  in  Memphis,  attending  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  the 
Auditorium,  and  this  is  a  good  time  to 
explain  what  Baptists  are. 

In  the  first  place.  Baptists  do  not 
count  themselves  as  Protestants.  They 
claim  to  be  the  original  apostolic 
church,  which  never  admitted  the  Bis¬ 
hop  of  Rome  as  their  head,  and  thug 
never  were  connected  with  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church,  hence  never  had  to 
“protest”  and  thus  never  were  Pro¬ 
testants. 

While  ordinarily  counted  as  Protes¬ 
tants  now,  since  they  are  not  Catho¬ 
lics,  they  hold  that  they  are  not  Pro¬ 
testants  in  the  same  sense  as  Metho¬ 
dists,  Presbyterians  and  other  Protes¬ 
tant  denominations. 

Official  Booklet 

Dr.  James  Edgar  Dillard  has  revised 
his  1937  booklet,  “We  Shouthem  Bap¬ 
tists,”  enlarging  it  considerably,  and  1$ 
is  considered  official.  Dr.  Dillard  has 
retired  after  11  years  as  director  of 
promotions  for  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  He  lives  in  Nashville.  H« 
says  there  are  15  million  people  called 
Baptists,  and  they  constitute  the 
largest  body  of  “free”  Christians  in 
the  world. 

“By  ‘free’  Christians  we  mean  those 
who  are  members  of  ^me  Christian 
communion  by  their  own  choice,”  Dil¬ 
lard  says.  "Millions  of  people  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  state  churches  because  they 
were  bom  in  certain  countries;  other 
millions  are  counted  as  members  of 
certain  churches  because  their  parents 
or  guardians  were  and  they  themselves 
were  sprinkld  in  Infancy."

baptism.  They  believe  persons  Hionld 
make  up  their  own  minds,  and  be  bap- 
Ized  because  they  have  been  saved 
ndVant  to  follow  Jesos  In  baptism. 
“Baptists  are  extreme  Individualists: 
they  demand  for  themselves  and  grant 
to  all  others  the  right  to  think  inde¬ 
pendently,"  Dillard  writes.  "As  a  re¬ 
sult  there  are  some  minor  differences 
among  them,  but  they  all  acknowledge 
Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  accept  the 
New  Testament  as  their  standard  of 
faith  and  practice." 

Dr.  Dillard  says  no  man  can  put  his 
finger  upon  any  person  or  date  this 
side  of  Christ  and  truthfully  say, 
"Here  is  where  and  when  Baptists  be¬ 
gan.”  He  says  they  havce  sprung  up 
independently  and  almost  spontane- 
f  usly  in  many  lands  and  times  as  a 
1  'salt  of  persons  reading  the  New 
Testament  for  themselves  and  seeking 
to  carry  out  its  teachings  and  injunc¬ 
tions. 

Origia  of  Name 

The  name  “Baptist.”  like  the  name 
“Christian,"  was  first  ^iven  this  group 
in  derision  by  their  opponents.  At  one 
time  they  were  called  Anabaptists,  be¬ 
cause  they  insisted  on  baptizing  or, 
as  their  enemies  said,  “rebaptizing” 
believers  who  had  been  sprinkled  in 
infancy.  The  name  Baptist  originated 
with  John  the  Baptist. 

Dr.  Dillard  says  Baptists  gave  to 
American  civilization  the  complete 
idea  of  liberty.  "That  is  liberty  as  dis¬ 
tinguished  from  toleration — liberty 
that  not  only  demands  freedom  for 
itself  but  demands  it  for  all  others  as 
well. 

"Baptists  are  and  have  always  been 
protagonists  of  religious  liberty.  By 
liberty  we  do  not  mean  toleration.  To¬ 
leration  carries  with  it  the  idea  of  a 
superior  who  grants  a  privilege  or 
makes  a  concession.  Liberty  is  an  in¬ 
nate  Ood-giving  endowment.  We  are 
made  in  the  image  of  Ood  and  are 
fr^  moral  agents.  No  one  can  coerce 
th<*  soul  and  no  one  has  a  right  to 
try.  The  soul  answers  to  Ood  only. 
Baptists  claim  for  themselves  and 
grant  to  all  others  absolute  soul  liber¬ 
ty."

The  aad 
report  canned  him  to  weep,  fast,  aad 
pray.  Read  hla  prayer  in  verses  5-U. 

Even  to  a  foreign  land,  Nehemiab  aa 
lived  that  be  was  in  a  ptoce  of  reaponal- 
bilRy,  aa  we  see  to  toe  ti  ginning  at 
chapter  2.  At  ttoMS  aarrow  is  ao  great  R 
is  etched  to  the  lines  af  one’s  face.  The 
king  makes  R  pooaible  for  him  to  be  fRted 
ont  far  a  Janray  back  hame.  Certatoly 
every  ane  wUI  be  glad  tost  a  great  wark 
is  abont  to  be  done.  Not  so.  for  we  read 
in  2:1*.  ’'When  SaabaBat  toe  HoronNe 
»ad  Tobiah  toe  aerraat.  toe  Ammonite, 
heard  at  It,  R  grieved  them  exceedtogly 
there,  was  came  a  maa  to  acek  the 
yreVare  of  toe  chlMrea  of  Israel.” 

When  he  got  to  Jemaalem.  be  flrto 
made  a  surrey,  a  very  wise  thing  to  da. 
He  kept  hla  month  shnt,  2:12,  “And  I 
arose  in  the  night.  I  and  some  few  men 
wRh  me;  neRhrr  told  I  any  man  what 
my  God  had  pat  to  my  heart  to  do  at 
Jemaalem;  aeltber  was  there  aay  benst 
with  me,  save  the  beast  Ihst  1  rod# 
npon.”

Bark  then,  as  now,  some  did  not  like 
big  building,  for  we  rest.

Nebemiah  had  some  opposHton.  Bead 
chapters  4.  S.  and  6.  Sanhallat  got  mod. 

and  made  oi^t  like  he  was  much  madder. 
First,  he  tried  ridicnle.  Then  Tobiah 
Joined  to  toe  ridtenle  wHh  a  statement 
tUat  a  fox  would  break  down  their  work. 
Nehemiab  answered  that  by  prayer.  Too 
many  times  too  many  of  m  try  to  anowt  r 
a  thtog  hy  argument  when  prayer  wanid 
be  mneh  better.  Some  of  these  days  we 
are  going  to  preach  on  4:6,  “So  buHt  we 
the  wall;  for  the  people  had  a  mind  to 
work.” 

The  opposition  gained  some  recruits  as 
in  4:7,  sanbollsl  snd  Tobiah  are  Joined 
by  Arahtons,  AmmoaHea,  aad  AshdadRea. 
They  aU  got  very  aaad  and  conspired 
together  to  fight  against  Jemaalem  aad 
to  hinder  K.  Again  in  4:t,  Nehemiab  an¬ 
swered  R  by  prayer  aad  prceaalton.  Dto- 
conragemeat  to  the  next  appaaittoa  en- 
conatered,  4:16-23.  That  ia  answered  by 
fsHk  and  organised  effort. 

Tbcre  were  greedy  people  to  those  days 
as  now.  Greed  for  power  aad  greed  for 
possessions.  This  opposition  melted  be¬ 
fore  restitution  sad  generosity.  Nehe- 
miah  led  toe  way  la  giving. 

Sanballat,  Tobiah,  aad  Gesbem  then 
invited  Nehemiab  to  a  onion  meeting. 
They  mid.  “Coaae  ont  had  tot  na  talk  R 
over.”  The  answer  af  Nebemiah  wa^  ’*1 
am  doing  a  great  work,  so  that  1  caa- 
aot  come  down:  why  ahonld  toe  work 
ceaae.  whilst  1  leave  R.  aad  caase  down 
to  yon.”  When  will  the  people  of  God 
learn  that  first  things  sboald  come  first, 
snd  that  toe  work  af  Gad  iksnld  nut  be 
stopped  by  every  wind  that  btowa  or 
every  idler  wha  conses  along. 

They  then  acenaed  Nebemiah  af  rehet- 
lian.  af  treason.  They  accused  Jenna  af 
treason.  Nehemiab  coaid  emphaticaUy 
my,  ‘*it  la  aot  true.”  They  then  tried  to 
frighten  Nehemiab.  His  reply  was. 
“Should  such  a  roan  aa  1  Bee?”  Gad 
does  not  make  bis  people  to  mn  kackr 
ward!  Jeans  dses  not  save  men  that  they 
may  be  ennbrda.

None  who  was  present  can  ever 
forget  Dr.  Chester  Swor’s  force¬ 
ful  presentation  of  youth  prob¬ 
lems;  Dr.  M.  Theron  Rankin’s  ap¬ 
peal  for  twice  as  much  money  and 
twice  as  many  foreign  mission¬ 
aries;  the  inspiring  Christian 
Home  program  on  Saturday  night 
highlighted  hy  Dr.  Ellis  A.  Fuller’s 
address  on,  “Save  Our  Homes  — 
Or  Else;”  and  the  decision  to  em¬ 
phasize  evangelism  with  the  re¬ 
commendation  that  each  state  pro¬ 
vide  a  superintendent  of  evangel¬ 
ism. 

TTie  Convention  acte<l  wisely  in 
view  of  Northern  Baptists’  pur¬ 
ported  plans  to  merge  with  the 
Disciples,  to  postpone  action  con¬ 
cerning  a  North  American  Alli¬ 
ance. 

In  no  uncertain  terms  the  Con¬ 
vention  condemned  the  liquor  traf¬ 
fic  and  asked  the  Sunday  School 
Board  to  implement  that  action. 

One  of  the  very  highest  peaks 
of  the  Convention  was  the  great 
evangelistic  service  on  Sunday  af¬ 
ternoon  with  an  estimated  attend¬ 
ance  of  25,000  and  a  soul-stirring 
sermon  hy  Dr.  R.  G.  Lee. 

The  Prospects 

With  no  major  divisive  prob¬ 
lems,  a  challenging  program,  and 
“fields  white  unto  the  harvest”  at 
home  and  abroad,  the  coming  year 
should  sec  Southern  Baptists  reach 
new  heights  in  Kingdom  accom¬ 
plishments. 

The  large  attendance  indicated 
that  Southern  Baptists  are  very 
much  interested  in  Baptists  affairs. 

Financial  reports  indicate  great 
Baptist  resources  and  great  pos¬ 
sibilities  if  the  people  really  be¬ 
come  stewards. 

Southern  Baptists  are  getting  in¬ 
to  high  gear  for  a  great  world-wide 
program.  They  talk  about  millions 
of  dollars  and  thousands  of  people. 
No  note  of  defeat  was  heard. 

Southern  Baptists  are  Baptists. 
No  compromise  with  error  was  at¬ 
tempted.  No  one  tried  to  lead  them 
to  depart  from  Baptist  principles. 
They  know  what  they  believe  and 
why.

Solving  Vacation 
Problems 

Vacation  time  is  upon  us  -  the 
time  that  has  become  a  source  of 
deep  concern  on  the  i)art  of  par¬ 
ents  and  Christian  leaders.  For 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  their  time, 
children  are  turned  loose  to  their 
own  devices.  Their  play  life  needs 
super>’ision;  their  activities  need 
purposeful  guidance;  their  minds 
need  the  mental  stimuli  of  Bible 
drills,  memory  work,  story-telling; 
they  need  to  be  taught  about  (iod‘ 
so  that  they  will  love  Him,  delight 
in  His  Word,  accept  the  Saviour, 
and  serve  mankind. 

In  July,  1898,  Dr.  John  W.  Jones, 
pastor  of  the  Epiphany  Baptist 
Church  in  New  York,  and  Mrs. 
Eliza  Hawes,  conducted  the  first 
Daily  Vacation  Bible  School.  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptists,  through  the  Sun¬ 
day  School  Board,  established  a 
Vacation  Bible  School  Department 
in  1924.  Today  this  school,  or  its 
equivalent,  is  a  recognized  educa¬ 
tional  unit  of  most  denominations. 

They  have  become  an  oasis  in 
the  summer  desert.  Tliey  win  boys 
and  girls  to  Christ;  they  teach  mis¬ 
sions  effectively;  they  reach  non- 
Sunday  School  pupils;  and  they 
offer  a  balanced  program  of  acti¬ 
vities  that  strengthens  Sunday 
Schools  and  churches.  Each  church 
decides  on  the  most  suitable  time 
for  its  own  school.  However,  more 
schools  are  held  in  June  than  in 
any  other  month. 

Last  year  in  Mississippi  there 
were  803  schools,  with  an  enroll¬ 
ment  of  52,436  and  an  average  at¬ 
tendance  per  school  of  65.3.  Out  of 
408  of  these,  there  were  974  con¬ 
versions.  The  mission  offering 
from  Uiese  schools  amounted  to 
$5,784;  the  cost  per  day  for  each 
pupil  enrolled  was  7  cents!  There 
were  5,701-  pupils  enrolled  who 
did  not  go  to  any  Sunday  School. 

Vacation  Bible  Schools  have 
proven  their  value  through  Die 
years  by  the  increased  number  of 
schools  held.

The  Place 

Memphis  was  an  excellent  host 
to  the  1918  meeting  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention.  There 
were  many  mix-ups  concerning  re¬ 
servations,  but  with  almost  10,000 
mes-sengers  and  probably  an  equal 
number  of  visitors,  we  marvel  that 
more  errors  did  not  occur. 

Genuine  Dixie  courtesy  was  the 
order  of  the  day.  A  messenger’s 
badge  w'as  a  pass  to  the  best  that 
Memphis  had.  So  far  as  we  know, 
no  prices  were  raised,  and  no  one 
took  advantage  of  the  crowded 
conditions  to  gouge  the  customers. 
Memphis  did  a  good  job. 

The  Pro'gram 

The  program  was  well-prepared 
and  so  far  as  we  recall  was  more 
closely  followed  than  any  previous 
one.  Few  program  changes  were 
made. 

It  was  noticeable  that  there  were 
few  new  names  on  the  program. 
We  still  ar  unable  to  understand 
why  it  is  necessary  to  use  some 
people  so  often  and  so  many  not 
at  all. 

There  were  9844  messengers  re¬ 
gistered  by  Saturday  iporning. 
Surely  with  that  many  messengers, 
there  should  be  less  duplication  on 
our  boards,  committees,  and  pro¬ 
grams. 

All  reports  were  in  the  key  of  O 
(optimism).  Few  indeed  were  the 
pessimistic  pronouncements. 

The  Peaks 

There  were  few  high  peaks  in 
the  program,  nor  were  there  any 
hours  in  the  valley.  In  most  cases 
the  Convention  steered  a  conser¬ 
vative  course. 

Among  outstanding  events  of 
the  Convention  were:  the  record 
attendance;  the  reports  of  progress 
by  all  agencies;  the  revision  of  the 
report  of  the  Allocations  Commit¬ 
tee  and  the  subsequent  adoption 
of  the  original  commmittee  report;

Our  curiosity  was  recently  arou.scd 
by  a  one-sentence  Associated  Press 
dispatch  from  Honolulu.  It  stated: 
“The  navy  has  paid  the  Catholic 
Church  on  Guam  $524,950.23  for  war¬ 
time  damage  to  38  properties,  Pacific 
fleet  headquartes  announced  today." 
The  date  was  August  25.  Since  $524,- 
950.23  is  a  great  deal  of  money  and 
Ouam  is  a  small  island  which,  before 
the  war,  displayed  very  simple  struc¬ 
tures,  we  wonderd  how  one  church 
could  suffer  so  much  damage  there. 
So  far  we  have  been  unable  to  secure 
further  light  on  that  jx)lnt.  But  we 
have  learned  that  no  Protestant 
claims  have  been  paid,  although  one  of 
the  Baptist  mission  boards  seeks  in¬ 
demnification  for  loss  of  one  church 
and  two  houses.  The  Roman  Catholic 
claim  was  paid  promptly,  but  the  Pro¬ 
testant  bill  is  still  “under  considera¬ 
tion.”  The  navy  says  that  payment 
was  made  under  Public  Law  224,  79th 
Congress,  approved  November  15.  1945. 
That  law  sets  up  the  Ouam  Land 
and  Claims  Commission,  api>ointed  by 
the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations  and- 
or  the  Naval  Oovemor  of  Ouam.  This 
commission  consists  of  not  more  than 
three  commissioned  officers  of  the 
navy  or  marine  corps.  Under  the  law, 
payment  is  to  be  made  only  to  "per¬ 
manent  residents  of  Ouam,”  the  term 
being  defined  as  meaning  “natural 
persons  domiciled  in  the  Island  of 
Ouam.”  Since  the  navy  has  announced 
that  it  has  paid  “the  Catholic  Church 
on  Ouam  $524,950.23,”  the  question 
arises  as  to  whether  that  church  is 
“a  natural  person  domiciled  In  the  is¬ 
land  of  Ouam.”  Furthermore  the  law 
Is  limited  (Section  2-a)  to  claims  not 
exceeding  $5,000.  Thirty-eight  claims 
at  a  maximum  of  $5,000  each  do  not 
work  out  to  more  than  half  a  million. 
In  the  light  of  the  many  questions 
this  transaction  raises,  Pacific  fl^ 
headquarters  might  consider  whether 
It  does  not  owe  the  taxpayers,  whose 
$524,950.23  was  paid  out,  a  bill  of 
particulso-s.

Actual  Oecuranccs  at  the  1M8  Session 

of  the  Legislature  Concerning  the 
Infamous  Black  Market  Tax 

The  first  bill  for  repeal  of  the  In¬ 
famous  Black  Market  Tax  was  Intro¬ 
duced  In  the  House  of  Representatives 
by  Rep.  william  C.  Thompson,  Scott 
County,  as  soon  as  that  Chamber  was 
organized  for  business.  This  repeal  bill 
was  referred  to  the  House  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  by  the  newly  elected 
Speaker,  Walter  Siller.  Bolivar  County. 
Senator  Robert  E.  L.  Gentry,  4th  Dis¬ 
trict  (Simpson  -  Covington  Counties) 
introduced  a  champion  bill  for  repeal 
in  the  Senate  one  week  later. 

Thf  House  Ways  and  Means  Com¬ 
mittee,  consisting  of  twenty  -  nine 
members  of  the  House  who  were  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  new  speaker,  refused 
to  act  on  the  bill  introduced  by  Rep. 
Thompson.  Upon  the  expiration  of 
twenty  legislative  days  from  the  date 
of  the  Introduction  of  the  repeal  bill. 
Rep.  Thompson  and  Rep.  John  Vlr- 
den.  Hinds  County,  made  a  motion 
in  writing  under  House  Rule  98  to 
writhdraw  the  bill  from  the  6ommittee 
and  to  bring  It  up  for  consideration  by 
the  members  of  the  House.  Rep.  Hil¬ 
ton  Walts,  Washington  County  called 
a  session  of  the  committee.  The  com¬ 
mittee  reported  the  bill  with  a  recom¬ 
mendation  "Do  Not  Pass.”  This  re¬ 
commendation  had  the  effect  of  kill¬ 
ing  the  bill  and  to  prevent  Its  con¬ 
sideration  by  the  members  of  the 
legislature. 

Subsequent  to  the  above  action,  the 
Senate  acted  on  the  Gentry  bill  which 
had  been  reported  from  the  Senate 
Finance  Committee  by  a  vote  for  repeal 
of  more  than  the  required  three- 
fifths.  The  bill  was  forwarded  to  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  was  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee.  Upon  the  expiration  of 
twenty  legislative  days,  the  committee 
reported  the  Gentry  bill  with  a  re¬ 
commendation  “Do  Not  Pass.”  This  re¬ 
port  again  prevented  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  repeal  bill  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  House.  Upon  such  action. 
Rep.  Kenneth  Stewart,  Amite  Ckiunty 
and  Rep.  Tommie  Walts.  Calhoun 
County,  members  of  the  committee, 
made  a  minority  report  with  the  re¬ 
commendation  “Do  Pass.”  'This  mino¬ 
rity  rqport  was  placed  at  the  heel  of 
the  House  Calendar  as  required  by 
the  House  Rules. 

The  out-spoken  foes  of  the  Black 
Market  Tax  began  an  active  fight  on 
April  9,  the  day  before  adjournment 
which  had  been  set  for  6  o'clock  April 
10th,  to  bring  the  minority  report  be¬ 
fore  the  House  for  vote.  The  fight  con¬ 
sisted  of  an  attempt  to  secure  recog¬ 
nition  from  the  Speaker  and  to  have 
rules  su^nded  for  the  consideration 
of  the  bill.  Falling  In  their  efforts  to 
obtain  recognition  from  the  Speaker, 
they  sought  and  obtained  the  efforts 
gf  several  members  who  favored  re¬ 
peal,  but  who  were  not  out  spoken  ad¬ 
vocates.  Among  these  were  Rep.  Lo¬ 
well  Grisham,  Tishomingo  County, 
Rep.  George  Grubbs,  Simpson  (bounty, 
Rep.  Maurice  Black,  Camll  County, 
Rep.  D.  Moon  and  L.  J,  Denson,  Ran¬ 
kin  County  and  others.  Their  efforts 
to  secure  recognition  failed. 

One  hour  before  the  time  set  for 
adjournment,  April  10.  Rep.  Thomp¬ 
son  approached  the  Speaker  with  the 
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following  question,  “What  about  re¬ 
cognizing  one  of  us?”  The  Speaker 
asked  “For  what  purpose?”  Rep 
Thompson  replied.  ’“To  bring  up  the 
minority  report  on  the  Black  Market 
Tax.”  The  Speaker  replied,  “Mr.  Orla- 
ham  has  been  trying  to  get  the  Hoot 
for  two  hours,  I’m  going  to  recognize 
the  Gentleman  from  Tishomingo 
County  for  that  purpose.” 

At  10  minutes  after  6  o’clock.  Speak¬ 
er  Walter  Sillers  recognized  the  Gen¬ 
tleman  from  Tishomingo  County,  Mr. 
Grisham.  The  House  had  previously 
adjourned  at  6  o’clock.

MILWAUKEE,  Wts.  — (RNS)—  Ap¬ 
pointment  by  the  United  States  Oov- 
enuifent  of  “an  able  civilian  commis¬ 
sion  to  enter  Into  peace  conversations 
with  Russia,”  was  urged  here  by  Dr. 
Edwin  T.  Dahlberg,  "Syracuse,  N.  Y., 
president  of  the  Northern  Baptist 
Convention. 

In  a  keynote  address  to  5.000  Bap¬ 
tists  at  the  Convention’s  annual  ses¬ 
sions.  Dr.  Dahlberg  said  such  a  com¬ 
mission  would  avoid  leaving  “the  fate 
of  the  nation  solely  in  the  hands  of 
the  military.” 

He  expressed  agreement  with  John 
Foster  Dulles,  former  United  States 
ddegate  to  the  United  Nations,  that 
a  “department  of  non-military  de¬ 
fense"  is  needed  in  Washington.  D.  C. 

“It  Is  highly  Important,”  he  said, 
“that  we  restore  our  national  destinies 
to  civilian  control.  There  should  be  a 
powerful  crusade  for  world  peace  on 
every  front:  the  United  Nations, 
world  government,  education,  labor. 
Industry  and  religion.

In 
this  we  are  of  the  same  opinion  as  our 
beloved  pastor.  Dr.  W.  Douglas  Hud¬ 
gins. 

The  Convention  this  year  was  great 
in  many  ways — great  in  size;  great  in 
program  content;  great  in  leadership; 
great  in  spiritual  power.  Yet  our  prin¬ 
cipal  Impression  was  that,  despite  our 
numerical  and  financial  gains,  which 
we  are  inclined  to  boast  about,  we  as 
a  denomination  have  failed.  When  we 
have  fewer  foreign  missionaries  than 
several  smaller  denominations,  when 
SO  to  40  million  people  in  our  Con¬ 
vention  territory  are  lost,  when  our  In¬ 
stitutions  continue  often  to  lack  in  the 
equipment  necessary  to  provide  train¬ 
ing  commensurate  with  that  of  our 
public  and  some  private  institutions, 
when  most  of  our  members  do  not 
even  tithe,  when  many  of  our  de¬ 
nominational  agencies  are  hampered 
by  lack  of  funds,  would  anyone  dare 
try  to  prove  that  we  have  succeeded  in 
the  task  God  has  given  us  to  do?  It  is 
high  time,  in  our  opinion,  that  we 
quit  bragging  about  what  we  have 
done  and  consider  shamefacedly  what 
we  have  failed  to  do.  Only  thus  shall 
we  be  challenged  to  quit  the  shallow 
waters  near  the  shore  and  to  launch 
out  into  the  deep,  as  ccunmanded  by 
our  Lord.  Yes.  Southern  Baptists  have 
thus  far  failed,  and  the  sooner  we 
realize  this,  the  better  it  will  be  for 
us  and  for  the  cause  of  Christ.  As  Dr. 
J.  B.  Gambrcll.  we  believe  it  was,  once 
said;  “Baptists  are  many  but  not 
much.”  If  he  had  seen  the  large  num¬ 
ber  of  Baptists  streaming  out  of  Bills 


Auditorium  during  Dr.  Pettigrew’s  gra¬ 
phic  description  of  the  crucifixion  of 
our  Saviour,  he  would  probably  have 
repeated  that  statement. 

One  other  impression,  as  epitomized 
in  Dr.  Perry  Webb’s  statement  to  one 
of  our  denominational  leaders  during 
the  discussion  of  the  correlation  of  our 
church  activities:  “This  Is  your  mam¬ 
my  talking  to  you.”  meaning  that  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  repres¬ 
enting  every  Baptist  church  and 
member,  is  far  greater  than  the  Sun¬ 
day  School  Board,  college,  or  semi¬ 
nary.  or  the  B8U,  BTU,  Sunday  School, 
WMU,  Brotherhood,  and  so  on.  We 
need  to  realise,  anew  perhaps,  that 
our  churches  and  we  church  mem¬ 
bers  are  the  final  authority  in  our  de¬ 
nominational  life.  Our  boards,  agen¬ 
cies  and  organizations  should  ever  be 
subordinate  and  subsidiary  to  and 
should  magnify  always  the  charch 
which  oUr  Lord  purchased  with  His 
own  bloodl

HOLLAND  HAS  BUSY  DAY 
IN  RIO  DE  JANEIRO

My  first  Sunday  on  the  mission  field 
was  a  delightful  experience.  Bro.  W. 

E.  Allen,  acting  president  of  the ‘rIo 
Baptist  Seminary  and  Professor  of 
Greek  In  this  seminary,  together  with 
Bro.  Alvin  Hatton,  most  recently  ar¬ 
rived  missionary  of  this  field,  directed 
the  day’s  activities.  I  visited  seven 
churches,  preached  twice  and  spoke  at 
the  opening  assembly  of  one  Sunday 
school. 

The  first  church  we  visited  was  Tl- 
Junca.  The  former  pastor  of  this 

church  was  Dr.  A.  R.  Crabtree,  presl-  indirectly  through  mission 

dent  of  the  Seminary,  now  on  fur¬ 
lough  in  the  Lnrted  States.  The  pres¬ 
ent  pastor  is  Rev.  David  Gomes,  a 
recent  graduate  of  the  Southewestern 
Seminary.  Sunday  school  at  this 
church  began  at  8:45.  There  were  be¬ 
tween  200  and  300  present. 

We  visited  the  Meyer  Church  and 
were  greeted  by  the  Sunday 
School  Superintendent,  Neutei  Bas- 
tos.  The  Sunday  school  attendance 
averages  450.  They  have  a  new  build¬ 
ing  which  is  incomplete.  Dr.  Joe  M. 

Pinto  is  the  pastor. 

The  third  church  we  visited  was 
Engenho  de  Dentro;  and  I  had  the 
privilege  of  speaking  to  the  Sunday 
school.  Two  seminary  students  assist 
the  pastor.  Dr.  Pitrowsky.  who  is  a 
German  and  was  a  member  of  the 
first  graduating  class  of  the  Rio  Se¬ 
minary. 

At  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Thomas  Coelho.  I  had  the  privilege  of 
preaching  for  the  pastor.  Rev.  J.  J. 

Cowsert.  acting  director  of  the  Bap- 
tlst  Publishing  House  and  Bible  Press. 

^^ifcctor.  Dr.  T.  B.  Stover,  is  now 
on  furlough.  Brother  Allen  was  my  In- 
^GJr®ter.  'This  small  church  employes 
a  full-time  nurse  who  ministers  to 
the  people  of  the  community  through 
a  clinic  adjoining  the  church  and 
through  visiting  in  the  homes. 

On  Sunday  night  I  preached  at  the 
Itacurussa  church,  usually  referred 
to  as  the  “college  church,”  as  semi¬ 
nary,  college  and  training  school  stu¬ 
dents  worship  there.  Several  of  the 
missionaries  were  In  attendance  at  the 
service.  Again  Brother  AUen,  who  is 
the  pastor  of  this  church,  was  my  In¬ 
terpreter.  John  Douglas  Allen,  a  lad 
of  sixteen,  from  Borger,  Texas,  made
